That could be the 
worst disaster of all. I have no supporting facts and figures, 
but I think it likely that a higher percentage of traffic fa- 
talities are Que to sheer recklessness today than at any 
time since roads and motor cars were improved and drivers 
were not. I happen to live near a busy intersection where 
there is no stop-light. The turn can be managed easily 
with a little care. But the frequent sound of screeching 
brakes and squealing tires give ominous warning of the 
eventual siren of the police ambulance for such drivers and 
the unfortunate people who meet them on the road.

A wreck that results from recklessness is not acci- 


dental. It is deliberate to the extent that recklessness is a 
repudiation of responsibility. As such it is criminal. Nobody 
can have a right to be reckless. Certainly the whole prob- 
lem has, got beyond solution by merely mechanical devices 
and traffic regulations, necessary as these are. It seems 


now a question of how many people who drive cars have 
real concern for their own lives and any real respect 
for the lives of their fellow-men. 

Recently an organized Catholic effort under the patron- 
age of Our Lady of the Highways has been started in the 
hope of curbing this growing menace. For centuries Mary 
has been invoked by mariners as the Star of the Sea. An 
ocean voyage today is less perilous than a short run down 
the highway. There are good reasons to seek the protection 
oi Mary as we set out on any motor trip. The idea is not 
that she will save us from our own folly but that she will

This is the opinion Dr. Harold C. Wolff, head of the de- 


partment of neurology at Cornell University Medical Colle 


gave to a senate committee. 
Dr. Wolff headed a group of 20 


civilian and military scientists who | 
over the past two and one half. 


years have studied the methods 


rogating and indoctrinating prison- 
ers. 
He gave his testimony to the 


permanent subcommittee on inves- 


tigations of the senate’s committee 
on government operations, The 
testimony that was taken on Com- 
munist interrogation, indoctrina- 
tion and exploitation of American 
military and civilian prisoners has 
af been published here “' the 

nited States Government Print- 
ing Office. 

Dr. Wolff said his studies have 
shown that those prisoners who 
were most amenable to Commun- 
st indoctrination “were _ root- 
ess.” He said they had “no com- 
mittment to home or family or 
person or church or nation,” and 
were “uncommitted to a worth 
and value system in many in- 
stances.” 

Committee Chairman John L. 
McClellan of Arkansas asked Dr. 
Wolff if he was stating or strong- 
ly implying “that those who had 
a strong religious faith could 
stand or offer greater resistance 
to this system or form of indoc- 
trination.” 

“Yes, sir,” answered Dr. Wolff.
